| HIS Prophet had his chief Conver- 
{ ſation with the Ten Tribes, who 
here go under the Names of Iſrael 
and Ephraim: It appears by what 
be ſays of 'em, that they had al- 
moſt fill d up the Meaſure of their 
Iiquity, and were ripe for Deſolation. Their 
Crime did not conſiſt, as ſome have vainly told 
vs, in a Revolt from David, but a Revolt 
from God: *Twas not Feroboam's Wicked- 
ness to throw off the Yoke of a giddy Mo- 
| arch, but that by which he made Iſrael to 
ſm, was ſetting up the Calves of Dan and Bethel. 
He's infamous for his Superſtition, and not his 
Rebellion; this had nothing bad in it, bein 
conducted by the plain Order of God himſelf: 
but his altering the Place, the Way, the Time, 
and the Miniſters of the 8 that had _

unto thee. But here was his failure, that he led 
the People off from the Inſtitutions that were 


given to their Fathers, and made the loweſt of 
em to be Prieſts of bis High Places: Which sz 


Phraſe that I ſhall a little explain, becauſe theſe 
words have been a Term of Reproach upon ſome, 


who are ſuppos'd to be deficient in an Extern 
Ceremony. ye 


There's no Lineal Succeſſion to the Miniſtry 


in the Goſpel, as there was under the Law. Then 


it was the Honour of 4 ſingle Family: Exer 
one that did not deſcend from Aaron was reckon'd 
a Stranger, and not to touch the holy Thing: 
ſo that whether they were the loweſt or tie 
higheſt of the People, it was wrong in Jerohun 
to divert the Title from the Line in which God 
himſelf had put it. But beſides that, he had 1 
better Tools to his Tyranny than the meaneſt 
all his Subjects; and 1 am ſure there's nothing 
looks more like his Order of Prieſthood that? 
Servile and Mercenary way of coming to

Aaron, and the Levites, and have made you Prieſts 


the manner of the Nations of other Lands ? 
that whoever comes to conſecrate himſelf with a 
Bullock and ſeven Rams, the ſame may be a 
Prieſt of them that are no Gods. Theſe are the 
loweſt of the People, Men of poor and creeping 
Senſe, who value not how unfurniſh'd they are 
for the great Work of the Goſpel, provided 
they have got the publick Stamp, and are mark'd 
with the Signs of Authority. | 
From a King thus looſe and profane, we have 
a Succeſſion of Men upon his Throne, ſo odious 
to God, ſo vile to the People, that the Cry of 


the Prophets, the Groans of Nature, the Thun- 


der of Providence, did *em no good. Inſtead of 
evarding agaiaſt the hand of Vengeance, they 
rather puſh'd themſelves upon it, till at laſt the 
Glory which they deny'd to God from their Obe- 
dience, had a noble diſplay in their Captivity. 
My Text ſhows you how they have been tumbled 
into Ruin one after another : an uſeleſs Monarch 
was an Example, rather than a Warning to his 


| Succeſſor 5 This their way is their Folly, yet their 


Poſterity approve their Sayings. They had been 
govern'd- by ſeveral Families, Feroboam had it for 
two Reigns, and no longer; Baaſha had as many; 
Omri had three; Febu indeed, for the Service he 
did in killing Abhab's Son, and 70 more of the 
Royal Family, whoſe Heads lay in heaps at the 
Gates of the City, had it for four Generations. 
And in the Reign of his Soo, Feroboam the Se- 
cond, did this Prophet write; ſo that what he 
ſays in the words of my Text, comprehends the 
whole Hiſtory of their Separation from David. 
ho it was no great Tract of Time, yet they liv'd 
under 


Abij ab tells em it was with them; Have 1 Chron. 
of off the Prieſts of the Lord, the Sons of Xi. 9 
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under many Kings of different Houſes, but mach 
of the ſame Character; for as Jeroboam the $91 
cf Nebat, was the worſt of them that went 
him, he is as good as any that came after him, 
They were Men of Fraud and Rapine, that &. 
ſign'd themſelves; and tho ſome of them had 
Zeal before, yet all that Fervency chill'd upon 
the Throne; there they grew indifferent to God 
Intereſt, and violent in their own. Now what 
becomes of them? as they liv'd in a Defiance of 
Heaven, they ſunk under the Weight of Provi. 
| dence, All their Kings are fallen, there is none 
them that calls unto me. Where you have wed 
two parts: 


I. The Calamity they brought upon themſelves: 
Their Kings are fallen. * * 


II. The Crime that ingag'd the great God to 
uſe them in this manner: There's none tha 
| calls unto Mme. 


I. You ſee the Miſery theſe People came into: 
"All their Kings are fallen. It does not only mean 
that they are dead, for that's an univerſal Fate; 
but by theſe words he inſinuates ſomething 
dreadful in their manner of going off. The 
whole Race were peculiar both in the Neglect of 
their Duty to God, and in the Reach of God's 
Anger to them. Feroboam ſeeth five hundred 
thouſand Men kilFd out of his Army in one day; 
and it's ſaid, that after this he never recover'd 
Strength again, but the Lord ſtruck him, and be 
died. We are not told with what Diſtemper, 
but it muſt be in ſome way that publiſh'd the 
Divine Reſentment, that all the World might 
ſce he died under a Cloud of Guilt, and by the 
Hand of Vengeance; that his laſt Hours were 
darken'd with a Curſe. Death is _— a Vell 

crawl 
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daun between Time and Eternity, and leaves 
a uncertain how it is with Souls after they are 
dung d: but the way of this Man's going off 
was fo terrible, as if it had been order'd on pur- 
e to proclaim whither he went. Theſe rugged 
Methods that Providence us'd with his Body, gave 
; fad Suſpicion of what became of his Soul. At 
the Price of his Conſcience, his Duty, his in- 
ward Peace, and the Eternal Joys above, had he 

ocur'd a Kingdom for his Son ; but he only 
— him about two Years : the Captain of his 
Hoſt conſpir'd againſt bim, kills him, ſweeps off 
the ſcandalous Family, and reigas ia his ſtead. 
Baaſha, who was both his Executioner and 
Succeſſor, had about the ſame length of Time 
with Feroboam, in the Poſſeſſion of the Crown; 
he keeps it 24 Years, and his Son no more than 
two; for Zimri, the Captain of his Hoſt, ſlew 
him as he was drunk in his Steward's Houſe : a 
fad way of ſending a Perſon into Eternity, not 
to get out of his Doze till the Flames awake him! 
dat this Zimri, walking in the Sins of that Line, 
which God had rais'd him up to puniſh, is reduc'd 
to the Neceſſity of deſtroying himſelf. 

After him, the People anointed Omr: - his Reign 
is vile for about the ſpace of twelve Years, and 
he leaves the Kingdom to a Son worſe than him- 
ſelf; to Abab, who did Evil above all that were be- 
fore him; who had ſold himſelf to do Wickedneſs. 
His Name is notorious enough in Scripture for 
| publick Idolatries and Perſecutions, for private 
{ Frauds and Cruelties, each of which was heigh- 

ten d by his marrying a Heathen: He dies in 
| Battle, and the Dogs lick bis Blood, and is ſuc- 
| Creded by Ahaziah. Now the beſt of all their 
| Number was Jehu, whom God rais'd up for the 
Aion of that Perſon, and anointed him to

are not concern'd in: Does God open the Lo- 


lames of Providence, and will you cloſe then: 


? | 
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if you plead that it is more our buſineſs to ſtady 
the Myſteries of Salvation, I grant it: but let 
ne tell you, the one carries a Light and Beauty 
iato the other. It does not divert our Thoughts 
from the Glories of Salvation, to look out into 
the World. The Collection we make of his 
Terrors to Sinners, are fit to mingle with any 
individual Experience of his. Love to our own 
Souls, as you ſee by the Pſalmiſt: He pours Con- Plal. cvii. 
tempt Princes, and cauſerh them to wander in 40, 41,42, 
the Wilderneſs where there's no way; yet he ſets the ss - 
Por on bigh from Aſflict ion, and makes them Fami-

Nay, I do not know but that ſuch Remarks 
will de part of the Entertainment in Heaven: 
for they that ſtand upon the Sea of Glaſs with 
Harps in their hands, do ſing the Song of - Moſes Rev. xy. 

The Song of the Lamb4- 
is wrought out of his Victory and theirs: They 
are more than ors, thro him that bath loved 
them, But the Song of Moſes was to celebrate 
the Wonders of Providence, when the. Waters 
had ſwallow'd up the Glory and the Rage of 
Egypt ; when a threaten'd People had nothing be- 
fore their eyes but a floating Army: and if ſuch 
Obſervations as theſe are pure enough for the 
Church above, certainly they cannot be too groſs 
for that below. He hath hung up theſe things 
in Hiſtory, he gives new Examples in every Age:

Lord. Tho by burrying away their Princes 
— Sinews of their Confidence; yet that 
only ſtunn d em for a while, in a few Moments 
the Fright is over, and they are rampant again. 

But the words may be better underſtood of rhe 
Kings who fell, that they did not cry unto God. 
What Prayers they made in mockery to delude 
athers, or what they mutter'd over in Forms to 
bubble themſelves, had no Spirit of Religion in 
them. Moſt of theſe Princes were very active in 
Superſtition, as the vileſt Creatures in ths World 
are apt to be; they would be at any Charge 
in building Altars, ſetting up Images, and pur- 


but the Lord accepts them not: for Iſrael hath for- 


gotten bis Maker, and builds Temples. No doubt 


on't, but this paſs'd for Religion with them; 
they had Prieſts to admire it for a great Act of 
Picty : but that which is highly eſteem'd among 
Men, is an Abomination in the Sight of God. 
He ſaw that their Hearts were not right in his 


him upon their Thrones, when they exclude him 
from their Souls. This was what David obſerv'd 
of King Saul, that God was not in all bis Thoughts. 
laſtead of a Seriouſneſs this way, they laugh at 


Prayer, abhor it in themſelves, and deride it in 


others; they contrive all the ways they can to 
drive it out of their Kingdoms, either cramping 


it with clumſy Forms, or condemning it with 


wicked Laws. And when this Infidelity becomes 
habitual in a Time of Adverſity, they'll not ſeek

2. They are here charg'd with Uncleannehs : 

They are all Adulterers, as an Oven heated by the 
Baker. This leads them to Idolatry, as if both 
Soul and Body were to be polluted ; 
Ch. iv. 14. They are ſeparated with Whores, and they ſarri 
with Harlots; therefore the People that do not under- 
ſtand, ſhall fall. This is a Crime abominable in 
all, but it hath ever been fatal to crown'd Heads. 

Prov. Give not thy Strength unto Women, nor thy Ways to 
XXI. 3. that which deſtroys Kings. It deſtroys them in 

their Political Capacity, of which we have 4 
Neh. xiii. ſad Inſtance in Solomon himſelf : Tho he was bs 
26. lov'd of his God, and God made him King over al 
Iſrael ; nevertheleſs, him did Outlandiſh Women make 
to fin. Such Princes as theſe open all the Sluices 
of Impiety, to let it run down as a Torreat: 
The Laws pull in vain againſt the Force of great 
Examples, and therefore a Man diſtinguiſh'd with 
that Vice, is never to be called a Bleſſing: Ie 
ſay ſuch a one is the Lord's Anointed, is pro

eople; but when it comes 

to be the Delight of a Ruler, no Robes of State 
can hide the brutal Character; God muſt abhor 
one that defaces his Image in a double Senſe, 
both Natural and Political: Tis not for Kings to 
drink Wine, nor Princes ſtrong Drink. He ſuffers 
that Sin to bring on its own Puniſhment, that 


| a Perſon ſhall doze upon a Throne, and loll in

The 
chief Deſign of it is to rebuke thoſe who inſulted the 
Friends of King George, for obſerving the Anni of 
his Birth on the 28th ; and threatned (which they 
wards did) to profane the Lord's Day the 29th, and to 


commit their Outrages againft his Majefty's faithful Sub- 


=, on ence of doing honour to the Memory of 
Charles II. 


This they did with greater Madneſs and 80 
lemnity than ever was uſed during his Reign, notwithſtand- 


ing the fatal Experience we had of his having invaded our 
Religious and Civil Liberties, and done what he could 
to deliver us up into the hands of France. 

The Deſign of this Appendix is to exhibit ſome authen- 
tick Vouchers of two forts : The firft is to prove, That 
tho the reſtoring of our Conſtitution was not only Lawful, 
but Neceſſary, yet the General and other Officers of the 
Army who brought in the King, did it with ſuch abom- 
nable Perjury and Profanation of the Name of God, 2 
too plainly preſag'd that Looſe and Tyrannical Admin 
ſtration, which afterwards ſwallow'd up our Religion and 
Liberties.

As this was a ſufficient cauſe for honeſt Men to expres 
their Joy on the Anniverſary of King George, in the va 
of Loyal Subjects and Good Chriſtians ; 'twas the real 
cauſe why the Enemies of our Peace were fo unruly + 
gainſt thoſe who paid that Reſpect to King George on the 
28th, and why they redoubled their Outrages on te 
29th, and ſhow'd their ReſpeR in ſuch a manner "_ 
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the vileſt of Men to the Memory of one of the 


worſt of Kings. 

The Inftances to prove that General Monk, and many 
other Officers of the Army, form'd the n of re- 
ftoring K. Charles II. by horrid Perjury, and Atheiftical

"Monk was at firſt a Cavalier, and ſerv'd in the Army of 
King Charles I. but being taken by Sir Tho. Fairfax, at the 
Siege of Nantwich in Cheſhire in 1643. and ſent Priſoner to 
the Tower, with others; he was ſet at liberty in 1646, 
took the Solemn League and Covenant, and went Com- 
mander in Chief for the Parliament againft the Rebels in 
the North of Ireland, where he did very good Service. 
But, contrary to his Covenant and Oath as a General, he 
deſerted the Parliament, join'd with Oliver, abjur'd King- 
ly Government, fought againſt King Charles II. at Dun- 
bar in 1650, and in 1654 went to proclaim Oliver Protettor 
in Scotland, and commanded the Engliſh Army there. 

Being ſo accuſtom'd to break Oaths, he ſoon forgot his 
Abjuration, and prov'd as unfaithful to his new Maſter 
Oliver, as he had done to his old ones, the King and Par- 
liament. For Heath, a Cavalier Author, in his Brief 
Chronicle of the Civil Wars, p. 670. tells us, that the ſame 
Year he went down to command the Army in Scotland, 
* he gave very obliging Conditions to ſuch as had kept in 
Arms for the King, and came to capitulate with him; 
© and ſhew'd all the Favour that could be expected, in 
* point of Fines and Forfeitures, which firmly oblig'd the 
* Nobles and Gentry to him for the future 3 which no 
© doubt be had then principally in his eye: and he in a manner 
* concluded a Treaty with the King's General Middleton, 
* and the Earl of Seaforth.” However, it was not yet 
time to open the Scene, ſo that he contented bimſelf to 
carry on the Intrigue privately till after Cromwelſ's death. 
Then he enter'd into a Concert with Sir George Booth, and 


had a Declaration for that purpoſe ready to be publiſh'd

© endamagement of their Lives, Libertys or Eftates, or 
© as far forth as lies in our Power, ſo much as to the 
© Prejudice of their Reputa:ions, by any Reproach or 
Term of Diſtintioa from the reſt of our beſt Sub 
t — we deſiring and ordaining, that henceforward al 
* Notes of Diſcord, Separation, and Difference of Par- 
© ties be ucterly aboliſh'd among all our Subjects, u 
* we invite and conjure to a perfect Union among then- 
* ſelves, under our Protection, for the Re-ſettlement of 
* our juſt Rights, and theirs, in a Free Parliament; h 
* which, upon the Word of a King, we will be aui d 
* We qo declare a Liberty to tender Conſciences, for 
Differences of Opinion in Matters of Religion, which 
don't diſturb the Peace of the Kingdom: and that ve 
© ſhall be ready to conſent to ſuch an Act of Parliament, 
© as upon mature Deliberation ſhall be offer'd to us for 
* the full granting that Indulgence.” This was dated at 
Breda, April 4. 1650. | 

His Majeſty, in his Speech to the Houſe of Lords, 
July 27. 1660. to haſten their paſſing the Act of Oblivion, 
* 7 himſelf thus, with relation to the Presbyterians 
and other Diſſenters. 3 

* My Lords, If you don't join with me in extinguilt 
* ing this Fear, which keeps the Hearts of Men ape 
© henſive of Safety and Security, you keep me from i. 
« forming my Promiſe, which if 1 bad not made, I am perſuaded 
© neither you nar I had. been now here. I pray, let us un K 
© ceive thoſe who brought, or permitted us to come together. 


In his Declaration concerning Ecclefiaſtical Affairs, 
dated at Whitehall, Oob. 25. 1660. his Majeſty ſays thus: 
* When we were in Holland, we were attended by man 
* grave and learned Minifters from hence, who —_ 
* look'd upon as the moſt able and principal Aﬀerton | 
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byterian Opinions 3 with whom we had as much 
x pu ws as the multitude of Affairs which were then 
„upon us, would permit us to have ; and to our great 
Satisfaction and Comfort found them Perſons full of 
„ Atkection to us, of Zeal for the Peace of the Church 
« and State; and neither Enemies (as they have been 
G 1 out to be) to Epiſcopacy or Liturgy: but modeſt- 


e todetire ſuch Alterations in either, as without ſhaking 
« Foundations, might beſt allay the preſent Diſtempers, 
« which the Indiſpoſition of the Time, and the Tender- 
«© neſs of ſome Mens Conſciences had contrafted. His 
« Maj-fty takes notice, that he intended to call a Synod 
© of Divines, as the moſt proper Expedient to provide a 
. © proper Remedy for all thoſe Differences in Matters of 
G Loiſeien; but the preſent Jealoufies diverted him from 
© it: Therefore, until ſach a Synod may be call'd as may 
« without Pathon or Prejudice, aſſiſt him; he declar'd his 
© Purpoſe and Reſolution to be, to promote the Power of 
« Godlineſs, to encourage the Exerciſes of Religion, both 
« Publick and Private; that the Lord's Day be apply'd 
© to holy Exerciſes, without unneceſſary Divertiſements ; 
that inſufficient, negligent, and ſcandalous Minifters be 
© not permitted in the Church; that no Biſhop ſhall or- 
« dain or exerciſe any part of Juriſdiftion, which apper- 
© tains to the Cenſures of the Church, without the AC 
© ſiftance and Advice of the Presbyters; and neither do, 
« * nor —_— any thing but what is according to the 
© known Laws of the Land: That Chancellors, Commiſ- 
* aries, and Officials, ſhould not decree any Sentence of 
* Excommunication, or Abſolution, or be Judges in thofe 
© things wherein the Miniftry are concern d. That the 
Arch Deacons fhould exerciſe no Juriſdiftion without the 
Advice and Aſſiſtance of fix Miniſters of his Arch-dea- 
* conry; three of them to be nam'd by the Biſhop, and 
* the other three eletted by the 8 of the Presby- 
* ters within the Arch-deaconry. He likewiſe declar'd 
* his Reſolution to reftore the Power of the Paſtors in 
_* their ſeveral Congregations, and granted a Liberty to 
* all the Minifters to afſemble monthly, for the Exerciſe 
* of the Paſtoral Perſuaſive Power, to the promoting of 
* Knowledg and Godlineſs in their Flocks. He likewiſe 
promis d a Review and effettual Reformation of the 
; Liturgy, with additional Forms to be us'd at choice: 
* and in the mean time, that none ſhould be troubled 
or puniſh'd for not uſing it. He promis'd to free Mi- 
nifters from the Subſcription requir'd by the Canon, and 
the Oath of Canonical Obedience, and Liberty to re- 
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© ceive Ordination, Inſtitution, and Indutt; 
< ciſe their Function, and enjoy their Livy co 
< ſame. He alſo mis'd to diſpenſe with on; — 
* Kneeling at the Sacrameat, the Croſs in Bag 
* and Bowing at the Name of Jeſus, and wearing of th 
«* Surplice.” Many of the Presbyterian Miniſters of the 
City of London preſented an Addreſs of Thanks to his 
Majeſty on the 16th of member 1660, for his Moden. 
tion, acquainting him, That tho all things in the Frame 
* of Government he propos'd, were not exactiy ſuited to 
© their Jn; yet they would endeavour, to their 
* utmoſt, the Healing of the Breaches, and to promace 
* the Peace and Union of the Church : and further 
* begg'd, that Re.ordination, and the Surplice in Colle 
© ges, might not be impos'd.” His Majeſty was ſo well 
pleas'd with this Addreſs, that he return'd them a 
cious Anſwer, and order'd their Addreſs to be wins 
But whatever were his Majeſty's Intentions, as to the 
Performance of this Declaration, the High-flyin 
were very much diflatisfy'd with it; for his Maj 
notice in the ſaid Declaration, That he had ſo far com- 
d with the Perſuaſion of particular Perſons, and the

What Penal Laws were after- 
wards made to force People to a Conformity, and with 
what Rigour and Barbarity they were pur in exect- 
tion, is well enough known. How little he encot- 
rag'd the Practice of Religion, either by Example ct 


Precept, is not yet forgot ; and that he dealt as unfair | 


ly with the Nation in point of Liberty and Property, 
— he did in Affairs of Religion, is evident by the follow- 
ing Inſtances. 

aving got a Parliament to his Mind, they made at 
Act for the Attainder of ſeveral Perſons guilty of tit 
horrid Murder of his Father; which was in the 12th 0 
his own Reign, i. e. the very Year of his Reſtoration, 
Cap. 30. wherein there was this Clauſe among others. 
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© Bo it hereby declar'd, That by the undoubted and 
« —— * of this Kingdom, neitber the Peers 
« of this Realm, nor the Commons, nor both together, in 
« Parliament or out of Parliament, nor the People col.

B. do declare and believe, T hat tis not law- 
ful upon any pretence whatever to take Arms againſt 
© the King; and that l do abhor that traitorous Poſition, 
© of taking Arms by his Authority againſt his Perſon, or 
« againſt thoſe commiiſionꝰd by him. So help me God.“

Theſe Collections are an unconteſtable Su to the 
Charge of Deceit and Perjury againft the General: I 
vill but add one or two more, which I have no reaſon to 
doubt of, tho I cannot preſent em to the World in that 
ick Evidence that we have of the former.

Tho he call'd himſelf 
a Presbyterian, yet as if he was afraid of being too ſlow 
in his Conformity, in 1659 he ſtood Godfather to à Child 
of Lentball's the Speaker. So that I don't ſee was 
any more for him to do, than to blaſpheme God, and de- 
cee Men; to wiſh Curſes upon himſelf, if he did the

ood Conſcience : and in a little time after died at Tn, 
delivering thoſe words not long before his death; I

on their Inventions. When this laſt Paſſage was told to the 
Duke, it gave him a great Commotion, and he ſpoke like 
a Perſon in ſore diſtreſs ; That was a Man of God, 
© and none of his Words ſhall fall to the 1 
Upon the whole, do but obſerve the difference there 
is between that Reſtoration and the Proteſtant Succel- 
fion. Sag GEORGE comes in by no Perjury, nolittle 
ſhuffling Tricks, but by the Voice of a Free People, 
We don't owe this Government to a Faction in the Army 
or the Baſeneſs of a Man who had a mind to riſe out 
a Squire into a Duke: But by ſeveral Laws we haveet 
gag d our ſelves to the Family of Hannover, and thro the 
ood Hand of Providence are now brought under 2 
Prince, whoſe Character endear'd him before we ſav lu 
Perſon.
